An ingenious pamphlet has been 


written by a German on improvements 
n war. Believing that war is but an 
utbreak of the pent-up forces of hu- 
manity, which must from time to time 
otour, he proceeds lo show that its hor- 
rors are in great measure due to th« in- 
uries inflicted on peaceful civilians by 


wanton destruction of lite and prop- 


erty, War, he maintains, if properly 
conducted,should'in noway affect non- 
combatants, except in so far as they 
must suffer by reason of bereavements.; 
and, moreover, much may be done to 
make it less disagreeable to actual com- 
jatants. With this vi«w he suggests 
;hat some noatral territory be set aside 
by the European powers, and devoted 
entirely to bloodshed. No fighting is, 
under any pretence whatever, to take 
place out of this territory, whieh ii to 
be fitted up for war in the moat elabor- 
ate fashion. 
There is to be a training 


school for nurses, a college for suigeons

When I wa» a boy (says a writer in 


the N Y. Ohteroer) of twelve years of 
age, fifty-two years ago, my father dic- 
tated to me ths following composition, 
which he required" me to write out, 
{.ommit to memory, and from time to 
time rehearse it to rim. I am inclined 
10 think he was not himself author 
ot n: 


"There is a moral courage which en- 


ables a man to triumph over foes more 
formidable than were ever nvtrx haled by 
any Caisar—a courage which impels 
him to do his duty; to hold fast his in- 
tegrity; to maintain a conscience void 
ot offense toward God and toward man 
—at every hazard and sacrifice, in defi- 
ance of the world ana1 the prince of the 
world. Such was the couruga of Moses, 
of Joseph, of Daniel, of Aristides, of 
Phocion, ef Refulus, ol Paul, of Lu. 
ther, of Washington. Such is the cour- 
age which sustains every good man 
amid the temptations, allurements,hon 
ore, conflicts, opposition,malice, cruelty, 
persecution, which beset and threaten 
him at every stage of hia progress 
through life. It is not a noisy, obtru- 
sive, blustering, boasifu.1 courage,whioh 
pushes itself into notice when there is 
no real danger, tat which shrinks away 
when i he enemy is at the door. It ia 
calm, self-poised, ineek, gentle, unos\ 
tentatious, modest, retiring; but when 
the fearful hour arrives, then YOU shall 
behold the majesty ol Christian cour- 
age, in all her native energy, breathing 
the spirit of angelic purity, and grasp- 
ing victory from the fiery furnace or 
the lion's den, when not oat of all the 
millions of the world's heroes would 
1 ave ventured to share her fortune.

SHSRMAN, TEXAS, Dec. 17. 


DEAR SIR .—I fear that iny long si- 


lence after having promised to write to 
you, may have induced yon to think 
that I am very careless. The true rea- 
son is rather, that 1 wished to know 
what 1 should wnt« about , should un- 
derstand the "ubjcct before giving the 
result of iny observations.

fairly informed about thi^ 
country, its 


resources, and the probabilities for the 
future. 
Therefore I may (live reliable 


information 


Tbe flu* n luiiiii^raiii ft continue-*. 


People co.ii" bore from all parts of the 
United States. The majority engage 
iu farming, and that, in truth, H just 
what n required to develop the coun- 
try. I think it would lie better if there 
were more farmers 
That is the surest 


and safest way of acquiring a compe- 
tency here. 
Certainly no country can 


offer greater inducements in soil, cli- 
mate and low prices of land. 
In the 


immediate vicinity of Sherman, within 
a radius of ten miles 
not more than 


one acre in fifty has yet been broken, 
and the prices asked for these lands are 
small when compared with prices in 
Central Illinois. The great staple here 
is cotton , cotton really is king here. 
All farmers that I have talked with on 
the subject, unite in claiming that the 
cotton crop is safe and pays better than 
any other. While there i» a sufficient 
amount of the small grains produced 
here 
for consumption, the money- 


getter is cotton. Of course, in aldi- 
tion to this, the cattle trade is sure to 
pay , that however, is so universally 
known that it is not necessary for me 
to tell you anything on that point. 


By the way, however, I may give 


you some information about cattle ; you 
know the original "Texas cattle" are 
not very highly esteemed, and do not 
bring good prices in the market, but 
there are being made successful attempts 
to improve the quality of stock, and 
probably, in a very few years, "Texas 
eattle" will be accepted as being fully 
as good as any in the country. That 
is also the case with sheep. 


I have heard in the North donbts 


expressed as to the probabilities of each 
and every year's crop being a good 
one ; fear of drouth, giassboppersfeto. 
Now there has never yet been a failure 
here of crops. Some seasons the small 
grains are light, do not produce much 
to the acre, but we must bear in mind 
that cotton and cattle are the natural 
products of the country, and never yet 
have tailed, nor does there seem to be 
any reason to think that cattle will not 
find an abundance of food, or that cot- 
ton will dry up. 


There is also an abundance of mine- 


ral wealth in this part of the state. 
I 


have seen within ten miles of Sherman, 
acres of rich iron ores, cropping out at 
the surface of the ground, and fifty 
miles southeast of that are large bodies 
of coal, better coal too than you have 
in Illinois. There are also deposits of 
copper about a hundred miles west. 
The fact of the matter ii, this country 
is yet wholly undeveloped ; its resour- 
ces are almost unknown or unnoticed. 
Few people coming here from the north 
to spy out the land, ever go fivs miles 
from the railroads, therefore they do 
not understand the opportunities of- 
fered by this rich land, of acquiring a 
competency if they would settle here, 
buy land, and wait patiently a lew 
years.

tled, completed country like Illinois or 
Ohio in one year.

are. if people continue to come in here 
and settle during the next five years in

Snme- 
timci, perhaps, such rrtnarUs are just, 
but considciing the experiences, educa- 
tion and whole hfp of f>u(b men, such 
remarks aic just ab well unsaid. They 
have had their trials, misfortunes, hard- 
ships and adventures, and shall we, now 
as they ace passing far down the wes- 
tern declivity of life, and many of them 
gone, point at them the fiuger of deris- 
ion and laugh and sneer al the simplicity 
of -their ways? 
Let us raihcr cheer 


them up, revere and respect them, for 
beneath those rough exteriors 
beat 


hearts as noble *as e'er throbbed in tl e 
human breast. 


Senator Ojilesby iu his 4th of July ad- 


dress of 1870. surrounded by the few 
surviving pioneers, paid them a moat 
glowing tribute of respect. He said 
that we of this generation could never 
duly appreciate the great sacrifices of 
those people. They had toiled on and 
•n through adversity and untold trials, 
that we, their distant and remote suc- 
cessors, might enjoy the fruits of their 
sacrifices. He said it was a serioual 
question of the hour and one that adj 
dressed itself to each of us, whether or 
not we are not so swallowed up in ma- 
terialism, so wrapped up in personal 
gain and tbe acquisition of filthy lucre 
as to lose sight of the str.rdy women and 
men who laid the foundations of the 
Republic and placed in the solid earth 
the corner stones upon which have been 
reared the fabrics ot our material and 
political prosperity. He made the fur- 
ther prediction, wliich, he said, bad 
haunted him for years, as he had con- 
templated the condition and tendencies 
of our affairs, which was this: that when 
we as a people, in the vain pursuits of 
life, struggling for wealth, distinction 
and fame, allowed the love of the past 
to die out in our hearts, then the Re- 
public would have taken its first down- 
ward step. 


As it is in our political affairs and the 


enjoyment of our civil and religious lib- 
erties, so it is with our material com- 
forts. We are blest with a rich soil, 
splendid harvests, medium climate, and 
many other things that make us a con- 
tented, prosperous and happy people, 
but we owe much to "those who opened 
up these avenues that hare led te our 
present condition and happy surround- 
ings. Unremitting toil and labor have 
driven off the sickly miasmas that 
brooded over our swampy prairies. En- 
ergy and perseverance have peopled ev- 
ery section of our wild lands and chang- 
ed them from wastes and deserts to gar- 
dens of beauty and profit. Where but 
a few 'years ago the howling wolves 
made the night hideous with their wild 
shrieks, now^is heard only the lowing 
and bleating of domestic animals. But 
fifty years as;o the wild whoop of the 
Indian was heard where now is heard 
tbe engine and rumbling trains of cars, 
bearing away to the East and to the old 
world, the products of our labor and 
sjil. Thea the savage built his rude hut 
on the spot where rise the dwellings 
and school-houses and church spires of 
civilized life. Transformation indeed! 
And all done, not through the cbimeri- 
process of Kubla Kahn, but the inces- 
sant toil and aggregated labor of thou- 
sands of tired hands and brave hearts, 
and the impulses of such as ;make any 
country great. 


No, we will not forget what we owe 


to the pioneers of our county. They 
had their laults, but who does not. If 
charity be an attribute of the human 
heart, let ua throw aiound them that 
mantle, as one by one they depart. 
Let 


us drop a sympathetic tear over their 
last resting places, as they are gathered, 
we hope, to a better land, where the 
rude blasts of winter do not penetrate 
their abodes, and where storms and 
winds, and sickness aad fatigue are un- 
known!
